BELGRADE, Oct, 18.—The body 
of the murdered King Alexander 
was placed today near those of his 
ancestors in the royal memorial 
chapel in his native city of Topolo. 

While 50 men bore the sacro- 
phagus up a hill through tree-lined 
lanes to the chapel all activitie 
throughout Yugoslavia remained at 
a standstill for two minutes as the 
common people paid tribute to their | 
fallen king 
Then, as Alexander was laid in 
the tomb which he had only re- 
cently completed, church bells were 
tolled throughout the country. They 
| mingled strangely with heavy guns 
on land and sea, which roared out 
a mighty dirge 
Spectators were not allowed to 
carry canes or umbrellas, despite 
a drizzling rain. An atmosphere of 
terror prevailed, lest anarchists at- 
tempt to take the lives of the three 
kings in the funeral cortege—little 
Peter II, son of Alexander, Carol of 
Rumania, his uncle and Boris of 
Bulgaria

Fight for More Compen-

OTTAWA, Oct. 18-—The Domin- 
ion government was criticized Wed- 
nesday for disposing of Alberta 
farm lande either by giving it away 
to settlers or selling at §3.00 per 
acre when as much as $25 per acre 
was being realized of Similar afeas. 
M. M. Portet, cotinsel for Alberta, 
natural re- 
sources commission, was arguing 
the claim of that province for com- 
pensation for alienation by the do- 
minion government of 25,000,000 
acres of western land. 

Mr. Porter quoted extensively 
from sales records between 1908 
and 1930 to support his claim the 
lands could have been profitably 
disposed of. 

Mr. Justice Dysart, chairman, said 
humorously: “I suppose if the land 
had been sold at $15 per acre the 
dominion government could have 
paid for the Hudson Bay railway 
out of the proceeds?” 


HULL LASHES 
DUTY BOOSTS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18—Cordell 
Hull, secretary of state, lashed in 
diplomatic language Wednesday at 
unnamed nations indulging in the 
“indefensible practic2” 
their tariff barriers just before en- 
tering international negotiations to 
lower them. 

Bringing the case down to the 
network of reciprocal trade agree- 
ments now being formed by the 
United States, Hull asserted such 
seeking of bargaining advantages 
would imperil any negotiations 

Hull termed the practice equi- 
valent to “padding the price” of an 
article and then cutting it to make 
a sale. It would result, he said, only 
in harm to world trade and the 
probable failure of any negotiations

BOND-HOLDERS OR HOME- 
OWNERS? 

A 64 mill tax rate, in any city, is unjust, 
exorbitant, confiscatory, and dangerous. There 
is no room for argument on that point. In 
fifteen years at that rate the property-owner 
would pay to the city as taxes the last dollar 
of the assessed value of his property. Calcu- 
lated at compound interest, the home-owner 
would in little less than half that time pay 
taxes to the full assessed value of his home, 
and the businessman to the full value of his 
store or factory. 

For twenty years Edmonton councils have 
wrestled with the problem of what to do with 
a vast amount of property confiscated for non- 
payment of taxes. Deflated earnings and risin 
taxes have during the last four years thrown 
many additional property-owners into arrears, 
with caveats against their homes and places of 
business. 

A 64 mill rate makes it cheaper to rent than 
to own property. Faced by an indefinite con- 
tinuance of such a rate, property-owners in 
large numbers would undoubtedly, and for ob- 
vious reasons, stop paying taxes, let the city 
take their property, and become renters. The 
ideal of Edmonton as “a city of home-owners” 
would simply fade out. 

The tax rate will have to come down, come 
down next year, and come down drastically, if 
that menace is to be dispelled. Quite naturally 
the property-owner will expect to hear from 
those who seek office at the coming municipal 
elections what they propose to do to bring about 
such a reduction. The candidate who has noth- 
ing to offer in that respect cannot in the cir- 
cumstances hope to secure property-owner 


support. 


Aside from the fatuous notion that the civic 
budget can be balanced at a reasonable level 
by chiselling wages and relief allowances, there 
are a number of ways by which the rate can 
be brought down to 50 mills at least; and this 
without throwing more people out of jobs, in- 
tensifying distress conditions, hampering busi- 
ness, or abandoning the program of systematic 
street improvement at a moderate rate to which 
the city committed itself some years ago. 

The sinking fund against bond obligations 
is now large enough that payments into that 
fund could be suspended for a couple of years 
without inviting trouble. 

The city is plainly entitled to a generous 
share of certain taxes which the Provincial 
Government has appropriated to itself arbitrar- 
ily, improperly, and without even the formality 
of a respectable excuse. 

The city is entitled to a substantial reduction 
in the interest rate charged by the bank on 
current loans; interest rates are down, and 
money not worth more than half what it was 
two years ago. 

Refinancing of the city’s bonded debt is due 
and long overdue. That can be brought about 
either by voluntary consent of the bondholders 
or by the imposition of a provincial tax on 
bond-interest payments in excess of say 3 per 
cent; the excess payments to be rebated to the 
city. Faced by a general election within the 
next year, the legislature dare not refuse to 
impose such a tax if the municipalities made a 
united demand for it. 

Tax arrears can undoubtedly be collected in 
large amount if the collecting is gone about in 
a businesslike manner; arrears consolidated, 
penalties and caveats treated as hypothetical 
items in the account, and the delinquent offered 
an attractive plan whereby he may free his 
property of the encumbrance over a period of 
years. 

% % 

There may be other ways by which the 
erushing overload of debt charges can be cut 
down. That is the direction in which taxpayer- 
relief will have to be sought; and it is rather 
obvious that the solvency of the city cannot be 
assured unless this relief is found 

How to cut the tax rate is the biggest pro- 
blem that confronts the city today, and will, 
inevitably, be the basic issue at the municipal 
elections. On this issue the property-owne: 
will, and should, expect to be told very plainly 
what those who seek his vote have to suggest 

Cutting the tax rate means cutting the ex- 
cessive debt charges which eat up an overdue 
proportion of the city’s revenue and are now 
eating up the taxpayer's equity in his property 

The time for soft talk has gone. The councils 
of the last four years have handled this debt- 
load deflation question with gloves. The result 
is a 64 mill tax rate. That will no longer do. 
A Pollyanna attitude on the part of next year's 
council will not save the home of the property- 
owner from confiscation.

That is the crux of 
the matter. Is next year’s council going to 
represent and serve the bond-holders or the 
taxpayers? 
WHY BOTHER TO RECOVER IT? 
A hundred and fifty years ago a British 
frigate sank in the East River at New York, 
with $8,000,000 in gold aboard. The treasury 


department at Washington has given a contract 
to an inventor who hopes to recover the metal. 

If he succeeds, not a pound will have been 
added to the world’s food supply, not a yard 
of cloth to its stock of clothing material, not 
a shingle to nail on a roof, not a tool or imple- 
ment of any kind necessary to the carrying on 


of production or the exchange of goods. Yet 
the fortunate inventor, for recovering that 
mass of yellow uselessness, will be given a 


mortgage beyond the need of any man upon 
the world's supply of these and all other neces- 
sities and luxuries 

So far as public purposes are concerned, 
precisely the same result would be attained if 
the Government proclaimed the East River to 
be a treasury vault, the gold sunk there to bea 
money reserve, and proceeded to print and 
circulate the corresponding number of paper 
bills against the unrecovered metal. 

Gold is not a financial necessity, not even 
a monetary utility; it is only a commodity, to 
which an arbitrary and wholly artificial value 
was attached in the past, for purposes of con- 
venience. Most countries have now abandoned 
the pretense that it has even an artificial money 
value, and are doing business with currency 
which represents nothing but the amount of 
goods or services it wil] buy. 

Sunken gold is just as good as hoarded gold 
for money purposes.

A week or so ago I mentioned having paid 
several visits to the ex-rum-runner “Hurry 
Home,” now lying at a wharf in Vancouver 
under seizure by the sheriff for the wages of 
the crew. Paul, the cook, an old country 
Frenchman who used to be chef at the Royal 
Alexandra in Winnipeg, is staying by her. 
Almost nightly I drop down to the forecastle of 
the sleek, gray, rum-runner and have coffee 
and chat with Paul. Another week and Paul 
returns to Mexico to buy a burro and go out 
into the hills placer mining under the warm 
Mexican sun, while I shall have to pack up my 
traps and arrange to spend the winter on the 
cold northern prairies. 

Over the coffee Paul told me of some of his 
adventures during three years as cook to the 
crew of seven on the “Hurry Home’”—of days 
when a U.S. revenue cutter would come into 
sight and the engineer would have to add 1500 
horse power to his regular 175 by using his 
auxiliary engines. From a steady eight knots 
the rum-runner would leap into a 20-knot gait. 
If the weather was not windy she would lay 
a smoke screen to hide her escape from the guns 
of the cutter—zigzagging about through the 
artificially created fog, through which the cutter 
had to use searchlights, betraying her where- 
abouts. If the chase happened in evening the 
snaky-looking rum-runner dashed into the 
night with all lights out. 

“But it is no good work,” says Paul. “They 
give you promises of big money and when do 
you get it? Me, I have not had any pay for a 
year and three months. And who do I go to 
for I don’t know who I work for. If I had 
a son I would say ‘Don't go into that bad work’.” 
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It isn’t all profit for the unseen owners, ac- 
cording to Paul. Twice in the last year of oper- 
ation he says the vessel was hi-jacked. “The 
first time,” he says, “we ran into shore to un- 
load a cargo somewhere off the coast of Cali- 
fornia. The captain had got wireless message 
where to deliver. A fleet of trucks was waiting 
on the shore, and two motor boats to take the 
cargo off. When the last of the cargo was 
loaded on the trucks they all ran away.” The 
hi-jackers had learned the code and sent the 
message. Fifteen hundred cases at $40 a case 
the owners lost that time. That comes, to 
$60,000 if my calculating apparatus still func- 
tions. 

The last successful hi-jacking was even more 
daring. The “Hurry Home” lay drifting on the 
swells 60 miles out at sea waiting for customers. 
The crew was at dinner. A fishing boat came 
alongside. The man on watch thought she had 
come to buy a cargo of “wet goods.” From the 
pilot house of the fishing boat four men with 
masked faces emerged—two of them carrying 
machine guns. They made the man on watch 
join the rest of the crew in the forecastle. 

For a whole week the captain and his six 
men were confined in the forecastle. Not even 
for sanitary purposes weré they allowed to 
leave their prison. “Any of youse guys who 
puts your heads outer this place gets bumped 
off quick,” said the guard with a flourish of his 
machine gun. Several times during the wéek 
he playfully fired a burst of shells out to sea. 
The deadly r-r-r-r-r of the gun carried a dire 
hint to the men confined in the forecastle. It 
took the fishboat a week, making several trips 
between the rum-runner and their hide-out, to 
carry away the cargo. They took it all, to the 
last bottle—1400 cases worth $40 a case over 
the ship's side. That works out at $56,000 for 
their week’s work. Paul had to cook for the 
hi-jackers as well as for his own crew. Each 
meal-time a masked man descended the com- 
panion way to receive the cooked food for the 
hi-jackers. 

“What was the name of the fishing boat?” 
I asked. 

“Her name was covered by canvas,” said 
Paul. 

“Would you know any of the hi-jackers if 
you were to meet them?” 

“No; their faces were masked. I wouldn't 
want to know them anyway. It would be very 
dangerous to know any of them,” said Paul, 
looking alarmed at the suggestion that he might 
know who they were.

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Prostatic Disorders 


Common 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


One of the common disorders of men which 
may appear after the age of forty is trouble 
with the prostate gland. Prostatic disorders 
unquestionably cause much physical distress as 
well as mental irritability and may rob the 
patient of all enjoyment of the “harvest years” 
of middle life, to which he 
has looked forward. 

Inflammation of the pros- 
tate may produce marked 
symptoms although in some 
advanced cases, no symptoms 
may occur, leaving the pros- 
tate unsuspected as a cause 
of trouble. Chronic inflam- 
mation of the prostate may 
follow an acute inflammatory 
process, may develop inde- 
pendently of any previous 
cause, or may result from various infections, 
including those of the bladder or kidneys. One 
of the symptoms is a reflex pain, affecting dif- 
ferent parts of the body, which often localizes 
in the lower back, leading the patient to believe 
he is suffering from lumbago. If the prostate 
is the cause of this back pain, the ache is gen- 
erally most noticeable early in the day and dis- 
appears along about noon. Another common 
symptom is a tired feeling, accompanied by 
restlessness. Other symptoms may develop 
such as discharge, or a sensation as though the 
outflow of liquid waste from the kidneys is 
being obstructed. Sometimes there is a fre- 
quent desire to empty the bladder, which proves 
disturbing. 

Prostatic disorders also produce profound 
mental changes and the patient becomes irrit- 
able and depressed. He often feels that he is 
becoming an old man and longs for the virility 
of younger days. 

The prostate gland normally weighs only 
about one-half ounce and is made up partly of 
glandular and partly of muscular tissues. Either 
the entire gland or only a portion may be 
affected. In some cases, considerable enlarge- 
ment occurs. 

There are several contributing causes which 
may bring about chronic prostatitis, such as 
wrong diet, constipation, lack of exercise, and 
other habits of living which produce enerva- 
tion. In the treatment of any form of prostate 
trouble, it is advisable for the patient to drink 
plenty of water until about three o'clock in the 
afternoon. The body should be kept warm at 
all times. It is very important to use a non- 
irritating diet which will relieve the burden on 
the kidneys and bladder. 

Suitable local treatments may be necessary, 
such as massage and dilation, and these may be 
secured in a doctor's office. A helpful home 
treatment which sometimes brings about 
marked relief is the use of the hot sitz bath for 
about twenty minutes. This may be repeated 
three times a week. 

If you have a prostatic disorder, do not 
worry about it, but learn how to remove the 
irritation which is responsible so that the pros- 
tate may be returned to normal. I sometimes 
advise a special diathermy treatment, if you 
can find a doctor near you having this type of 
equipment, as the heat from the diathermy will 
very often prove extremely beneficial in reliey- 
ing prostatic inflammation.

QUESTION: A. F. writes: “The doctor told 
me I was suffering from uric acid poisoning. I 
would appreciate if you would give the symp- 
toms, and the diet to follow for correcting 
same.” . 

ANSWER: Your doctor no doubt arrived at 
this conclusion from finding the liquid waste 
from the kidneys contained too many uric acid 
crystals, or perhaps because you are suffering 
from rheumatism or gout. Uric acid in “excess 
appears in the blood and liquid waste from the 
kidneys of those suffering from many different 
kinds of disorders. Such a condition is caused 
from faulty elimination of waste products and 
an improper balance of nuclein metabolism. A 
temporary cure would come through increasing 
elimination of poisons from the body. This 
must be accomplished through the functions of 
the intestines, kidneys, skin and lungs. A per- 
manent cure will depend upon the properly 
balanced diet, exercising, deep breathing, skin 
bathing, etc. e

Editor, Bulletin: In the consid- 
eration of those things which 
comprise the economic activities 
of any nation or sta.e, enter the 
principle of the utilization of the 
factors rcpresented as the “re- 
sources’—the productive elements 
of nature which mankind trans- 
forms into useful and consumable 
commodities. The prime element 
in this transformation is the hu- 
man ing°nuity which is exercised 
in this process. 

We are from time to time fed a 
lot of talk over the great advan- 
tages in natural resources which 
this province of Alberta possesses 
—and the high level of ability its 
citizens demonstrate in the ex- 
traction of those produets: and 
everyone seems to believe it. 

This is one of the greatest fal- 
lacies which burden the minds of 
the people of Alberta. 

To the extent to which the ag- 
ricultural personne) enters into 
this discussion the ability so dis- 
played is reasonably high—using 
comparisons with other farming 
areas. 

But when you start to consider 
the extent of the resourcefulness 
of the remaining portion of our 
population, you will discover that 
such ingenuity as they possess is 
chiefly displayed in a belief that 
the right to trade and exchange 


ot~er people’s productions is 
theirs—irrespective of its results 
No one denies the volume of 


solar energy resoure’s we possess 
in the form of water power, eval 
and tar sands, yet the technical 
use of these provisions of nature 
in final productive goods is al- 
most zero. If you fe*! inclined to 
deny this I would ask you to con- 
sider the immense field of pro- 
ducts from coal pits by products 
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above. The adaptability and use- 
fulness of electritity alone enters 


into every phase of which power ; 


is used, The extent to which 
lumber also enters into the activ- 
of our daily lives. Re- 
searches into the economical ex- 
traction of tar sands have been 
left to spasmodic efforts of a few 
private individuals lacking finan- 
cial ability to conduct experi- 
ments to a final conclusion, such 
as are justified by the extent of 
this immense field of material. 

Separation processes are the 
chief element in all technical de- 
velopment of major mineral ex- 
tractions, and in this tar sand 
element heat and development 
power are inherent to the product 
itself. 

I pointed out in a recent letter 
that Alberta imported approx- 
imately 85 per cent of all its con- 
sumable goods. 

This is the greatest weakness 
this particular province displays. 
The fact can be demonstrated in 
every branch of production, and 
until we modify that state of 
affairs by much greater resource- 
fulness than we show at present 
we will continue to be a servile 
people dictated to by those of 
greater ingenuity and mental 
astuteness. 

Building construction in this 
province except for hardware, 
need not be dependent on any 
outside products. We possess 
stone, brick, lime, lumber and 
labor—the only thing lacking is 
for some easterner to come along 
and buy a mortgage on the fin- 


| ished process, before anyone can 


begin. And the probability js 
that such a person made his 
profits taking toll on the goods 
we import—which might other- 
wise have been fabricated here.
